The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: The medium of Group II does not require the special technical of 
removing a center part of the substrate after the resin layer is formed. The medium may be formed 
by laminating two layers together which have differing center hole diameters. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Webb on May 21, 2007 a provisional election was 
made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group II, claim 15. Affirmation of this election 
must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-14, 16 and 17 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by either US 2006/0023618 
or 2006/0177534. 

Both references disclose an optical recording medium comprising a center hole which is 
smaller on a side having a resin layer. See Figures.
